Goldsmith defends backing disability cuts...despite Government u-turn

ZAC Goldsmith has defended his 
decision to vote for cuts to disabil¬ 
ity benefits, after being forced to 
step down as patron of a disabili¬ 
ty advocacy charity 

The north Kingston MP was 
asked to resign from his role of 
patron to Richmond Advice and 
Information on Disability (Rich¬ 
mond AID) after voting for cuts 
which could mean £1,500 less a 
year for those claiming employ¬ 
ment support allowance. 

He resigned as patron last week 
after the charity’s chief executive 
Lucy Byrne criticised him for 
approving measures that would 
have a “severe and detrimental 


impact on the lives of disabled 
people.” 

The Government has now 
u-turned on some £4bn-worth of 
cuts to welfare. 

Mr Goldsmith said the philoso¬ 
phy behind the Employment and 
Support Allowance (ESA) 
was that people are best 
helped by being ena¬ 
bled to get back into 
work. 

The Conservative 
mayoral candidate 
said: “It is not just i 
simply a cut, there is a 
new Government fund 
which will be up to 
£100m which is specifi¬ 
cally to help people get 
back to work. 

“The con- 
c e r n s 
that 


have been brought to me by indi¬ 
viduals are that people might be 
deemed fit to work when they are 
not fit to work. 

“That comes down to defini¬ 
tions and it also comes down to lo¬ 
cal MPs, as with all these policies 
you can have a sound principle 
but it can have unforeseen con¬ 
sequences in practice. 

“The job of the MP is to 
speak to the Government 
and make sure that peo¬ 
ple who aren’t fit to work 
aren’t classified as fit to 
work. 

“I have taken this up with 
ministers to understand the 
definitions and to provide re¬ 
assurance. 

“I don’t want 
people who 
are not fit to 
work to be 



worried about being deemed fit to 
work. 

“The Government needs to work 
very hard on that to provide that 
reassurance. 

“No one wants a situation where 
people who are unfit for work are 
deemed fit for work, that is not an 
outcome anyone wants.” 

Ms Byrne said on Thursday that 
it must be recognised that being a 
disabled person means higher liv¬ 
ing expenses, including keeping 
warm and travel to medical ap¬ 
pointments. 

She added: “We believe this cut 
moves disabled people further 
away from the workplace and in¬ 
creases the social isolation of peo¬ 
ple who are already vulnerable 
and already experience barriers in 
getting employment. 

“Having voted for this brutal cut 
we believe that Zac Goldsmith’s 


position as patron is no longer tenable.” 

Mr Goldsmith said his resignation 
would not change his relationship with 
the charity and he will continue to work 
with them and their clients. He added: 
“That is my duty as an MP.”

The Army Children of the 
First World War project was set 
up by The Army Children Ar¬ 
chive in 2007 as part of the First 
World War centenary commem¬ 
orations.

KINGSTONIAN’S move from 
Kingsmeadow stadium has tak¬ 
en another surprising turn after 
the Mayor of London decided 
to “call in” AFC Wimbledon’s 
plans to build a new stadium in 
Merton. 

Boris Johnson announced last 
week he would review the Dons’ 
planning application to build a 
20,000-seater stadium in Plough 
Lane, restarting the consulta¬ 
tion process. 

With consultation un¬ 
likely to begin until af¬ 
ter the mayoral election in 
May, the decision has raised 
questions as to when and if the 
Dons will be able to move from 
Kingsmeadow - the ground they 
have shared with Kingstonian 
since 2003. 

AFC Wimbledon were expect¬ 
ed to sell the lease to the stadium 
to Chelsea, who plan to use the 
stadium for their women’s team, 
leaving Kingstonian with the 
task of finding a new ground. 

Kingstonian chairman Mark 
Anderson said: “It’s all knocked 
us a bit for six because there was 
unanimous approval. We will be 
engaging with AFC Wimbledon

to see what implications that has 
for them and we will see what 
that means for us.” 

Kingstonian has been work¬ 
ing alongside London-based real 
estate developer Affinity Global 
to build a new stadium in Chess- 
ington Golf Centre. 

Earlier this month con¬ 
cept drawings were unveiled 
showing a “leisure-led hub” 
to be built alongside the sta¬ 
dium, including a 25m swim¬ 
ming pool, four five-a-side 
pitches, a clubhouse and an un¬ 
specified amount of homes. 

Mr Anderson stressed that 
Ks will press on with the plans 
despite AFC Wimbledon’s own 


difficulties in building a ground. 

He added: “We are an innocent 
party, but we are affected by it. 

“We are still remaining very 
positive, it’s very late in the day 
but we are carrying on as nor¬ 
mal.” 

The potential move to Chess- 
ington drew some criticism from 
fans who hoped the 130-year- 
old club would remain based in 
Kingston town centre. 

With the mayor’s decision set 
to at least delay Wimbledon’s 
move, questions have been 
raised as to whether the club 
could explore different sites. 

Kingstonian supporter Jamie 
Cutteridge presented a petition 
to Kingston Council to “keep Ks 
in Kingston” in December. 

He said: “I hope the delay 
can give the club time to look 
at other options such as the 
athletics track next door.” 

Kingstonian fan and Kingston 
councillor Jon Tolley said: “It’s 
really bad for Wimbledon, in 
all of this debacle they’ve been 
screwed more than anyone else. 

According to a report from 
the Mayor’s office, the decision 
to call in the plans was made 
due to the “valid strategic 
planning matters regarding 
transport, housing, sports and 
cultural provision.”

Pre-school 
to exit site 

A SURBITON pre-school 
which has been run from 
a church for more than 30 
years will leave the premises 
in July. 

The termination of the pre- 
school’s use of St Matthew’s 
Church, in St Matthew’s Ave¬ 
nue, has been deemed neces¬ 
sary by churchwardens and 
the parochial church council 
(PCC).

“The parents met with the 
vicar and her committee, but 
their decision remained the 
same. The parents and locals 
are mortified.” 

In the statement Mr Atkins 
said the PCC “reluctantly 
took this decision”.

LOVE letters, life in India 
during the days of the British 
Empire and the Second World 
War were part of the life of a 
man who was a lawyer in Tol- 
worth for 28 years. 

Bill Towill’s extraordinary 
life has been documented and 
published by his wife, who 
now lives in Tadworth. 

Mr Towill, who died aged 
93 in 2013, worked at WG Tow¬ 
ill and Co, behind Tolworth 
Tower, from 1950. 

His wife for 65 years, Pame¬ 
la Towill, 89, of Motts Hill 
Lane, had her sixth book 
Love Letters from A Chindit 
and a Lifetime of Memories 
published last month. 

The book, published under 
Mrs Towill’s maiden name 
and nom de plume, Pamela 
Justine Dowley-Wise, is a 
poignant memoir of her life 
with her late husband Bill, 
but also touches on the his¬ 
tory of the last years of the 
British Empire. 


She said: “About the mid¬ 
dle of last year I was tidying 
up and went into an old chest 
of drawers and found a bun¬ 
dle of about 40 love letters 
from when I was 17. 

“He was only 24 years old, 
in charge of 150 Ghurkas and 
he had crash landed in the 
jungle to fight the Japanese.” 

Mr Towill was a pacifist 
when he enlisted in the Roy¬ 
al Army Medical Corps in 
1939. In 1940 he was in Bel¬ 
gium and the German Army 
was approaching - he volun¬ 


teered to stay behind to look 
after the wounded and be 
taken prisoner, but drew a 
blank lot after too many vol¬ 
unteered and made his way 
to Dunkirk. He transferred 
to the Gurkha regiment and 
fought with the Chindits dur¬ 
ing the Burma campaign. 

Mrs Towill said: “He was 
the last of the Chindits. He 
was special. Everybody who 
knew him liked him.” 

Mrs Towill was born in 
1926 to British parents in Cal¬ 
cutta and enjoyed an opulent 


start to life, before being sent 
to boarding school in Britain 
aged just eight. 

She returned to India in 
1940 and would work as a de¬ 
coder during the war, but it 
was her whirlwind romance 
with Bill, and their subse¬ 
quent years of marriage, that 
would define her life. 

She said: “I met him in a 
church. We caught a smile 
from each other and that was 
the beginning. Our lives were 
swept together. We never ar¬ 
gued. I nursed him to his last 
breath and he adored me.” 

Mr Towill was made a ma¬ 
jor aged 23 and later wrote 
a book called A Chindit’s 
Chronicle. 

The couple eventually set¬ 
tled in Tadworth in 1971. 

Anthea and her sister Di¬ 
ana motivated their mother 
to write the memoir after see¬ 
ing the love letters. 

Mrs Towill said: “I was 
moved and amazed as I read 
them once again and recalled 
his deep and sincere love for 
me as a girl of 17, which last¬ 
ed throughout our long life 
together. I hadn’t seen them 
since 1944.”

Air pollution is mums’ 
biggest safety worry

PARENTS in London think the 
air their children breathe is the 
biggest danger to their health. 

It took just eight days for Lon¬ 
don to exceed its air pollution 
limit for this year, and parts of 
Kingston have regularly come 
into discussion as pollution hot¬ 
spots. 

Cromwell Road, which hosts 
Tiffin School and Monkey Puz¬ 
zle Nursery as well as Kingston’s 
main bus station, is one of the 
most polluted areas in south 
London. It has had some of the 
highest nitrogen dioxide levels 
in the capital. 

A survey undertaken by Cli- 
entEarth between March 7 and 
March 14 asked 1,015 parents of 
children aged 18 and under what 
they think is the biggest health 
threat in London currently 

Of these people, 43 per cent 
put air pollution as their main 
concern. Other concerns includ¬ 
ed drug use and alcohol, which 
17 per cent and 16 per cent of 
parents respectively listed as a

worry. When asked how worried 
they are about their children 
breathing dirty air in London, 41 
per cent of the parents said they 
were “fairly worried”. 

Kingston and Surbiton MP 
James Berry said earlier this 
year: “The areas of pollution 
that are particularly concern¬ 
ing to me are on the A3 near 
Tolworth at that very congested 
roundabout.” 


While Richmond Park and 
North Kingston MP Zac Gold¬ 
smith said: “Across London, 
poor air quality is killing an es¬ 
timated 9,500 Londoners every 
year. We must take action.” 

Both Mr Goldsmith and La¬ 
bour London mayoral candidate 
and Tooting MP Sadiq Khan 
have said the level of air pollu¬ 
tion in the capital is unaccept¬ 
able during their campaigns.

A KINGSTON Police superin¬ 
tendent is hoping he can turn 
arrests into convictions as 
his “two-pronged attack” on 
the borough’s drug dealers 
gathers pace. 

Superintendent Tony En¬ 
och is in charge of Operation 
Vulcan, a Kingston police ini¬ 
tiative launched in February 
to rid the borough of dealing. 

Since its launch, King¬ 
ston police have executed 21 
search warrants, arrested 
23 people for drug supply of¬ 
fences, issued seven cannabis 
warnings and cautions, and 
seized £12,000 in cash. 

Of the 23 arrests, 16 people 
have been bailed, with Supt 
Enoch hoping he can keep 
dealers off the streets. 

He said: “We don’t hide the 
fact to the drug dealers that 
we will arrest them and take 
them to court. 

“From my perspective I’d 
love to see the dealers taken 
out. The low-level canna¬ 
bis, that’s there all the time. 
This is more about catching

the dealers and prevention 
around the abuse of drugs 
and the flow of drugs across 
the borough. 

“It’s a two-pronged attack. 
It’s also to give reassurances 
to the community that we are 
listening to them, that we do 
recognise their concerns and 
we are doing something.” 

The operation opened with 
an early morning drugs raid 
on February 10, with about 40 
officers searching properties 
in Surbiton. 

Supt Enoch said: “I 
wouldn’t say it’s a massive 
operation. It is a targeted and 
focused operation. It was a 


busy day where we invested 
a lot of officers and we had 
some good successes. It’s not 
just about crashing through 
doors - there’s an engage¬ 
ment element. It’s not just the 
proactive enforcement stuff.” 

As part of the operation 
CID officers have been work¬ 
ing alongside the housing 
associations and safer neigh¬ 
bourhood teams with their 
“daily business” of tackling 
street-level drug crime. 

But major drug operations 
have also been uncovered in 
the borough in the last year. 

In September a cannabis 
forest “the size of a football 
pitch” was discovered in 
Lower Marsh Lane, Berry- 
lands, while in January two 
men were jailed after police 
seized £63,000 worth of can¬ 
nabis from a Surbiton house. 

Supt Enoch said: “We tend 
to find a lot of local people 
and dealers from the area or 
surrounding boroughs that 
are coming into the borough 
particularly on busy nights 
in the town centre. There’s 
no separate funding set aside 
for us. We do it as efficiently 
as we can by using whatever 
resources we have.”

Firm owner denied charges including misleading practice 

Christian tour operator 
is found guilty of fraud

THE owner of a Christian tour 
operator is guilty of fraud and 
misleading practice after Med¬ 
iterranean holidays were can¬ 
celled at short notice in 2014. 

Following a five-day trial, a 
jury at Kingston Crown Court 
found Robert Fleming guilty of 
three of six charges, which he 
had denied last year. 

Fleming, of Selwyn Road in 
New Malden, was found guilty 
on March 21 of two charges of 
carrying on business with in¬ 
tent to defraud and one charge 
of engaging in practice which is 
misleading. 

Three more charges of fraud 
by abuse of position, engaging 
in practice which is misleading 
and failing to provide informa¬ 
tion before contracts were con¬ 
cluded were stayed by the court. 

Two companies registered to 
Fleming’s address - LivingSun 
Ltd and Kyrilios Ltd - faced an 
additional six charges between 
them of engaging in practice 
which is misleading.

All of the charges relate to a 
period between January 1, 2014 
and November 30,2014. 

Fleming had pleaded not 
guilty to all charges at a hearing 
in December last year, but the 
companies were found guilty of 
all six. He will return to King¬ 
ston Crown Court for sentencing 
on April 13. 

LivingSun’s website touted 
“excellent Christian holidays 


for people to enjoy God’s crea¬ 
tion together”. It offered Med¬ 
iterranean cruises to Turkey, 
Greece and Israel but pulled 
out of paid-for tours in Oc¬ 
tober 2014 citing political in¬ 
stability leading to a drop in 
passengers. 

Fleming said in November 
2014 he owed about 18 people a 
total of £20,000, which he had 
hoped to pay back that month.

WE HAVE seen politicians 
waxing lyrical about the so- 
called Tolworth tunnel (actually 
more a cut-and-cover project).

Boris Johnson presented a 
“concept drawing” in February 
2015. This year, Zac Goldsmith 
backed the plans. 

James Berry MP goes much 
further, saying: “I would like 
to see the whole of the A3 
tunnelled through the borough.” 

Thanks to a question by 


Murad Qureshi AM, we can 
now put some flesh on the bones 
of the concept. 

Boris Johnson stated: “The 
construction cost of this 
scheme is currently estimated 
at around £170 million.” 

Leaving aside the fantasies of 
James Berry, what would we get 
for £170 million? Reduction in 
noise pollution is likely. 

A number of pedestrian and 
cycle routes across the A3 could 
reduce the isolation of the 
proposed new ‘Toby Jug’ estate 
from the Broadway. 

Depending on the load¬ 


bearing structure, a few 
buildings might be constructed. 

Other benefits are elusive. 

Air pollution would be the 
same, just concentrated at the 
portals and any ventilation 
shafts. It is unlikely that the 
“concept” would survive any 
cost-benefit analysis. 

If TfL has £170 million to 
spend locally, I am sure readers 
can think of much more fruitful 
projects. 

The idea of a Malden Rushett 
bypass has been revived 
recently. £170 million would 
cover much or all of the cost of 


four miles of dual carriageway. 

I am not necessarily 
endorsing such a road but I 
can see it would have the real 
benefit of reducing the traffic 
along the rush-hour hell of the 
A243. 

In the 1980s, Dennis 
Bicknell, Kingston’s transport 
supremo, drew up proposals 
for a Kingston tram system 
reaching down to Epsom. It’s 
time for his successors to dust 
off those plans orcome up with 
something of equal vision.

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Accusations linking ex-politician to alleged killing dropped 

Former MP calls on Met 
Police chief to resign

A FORMER Conservative MP 
has called for Metropolitan Po¬ 
lice commissioner Sir Bernard 
Hogan-Howe to resign after accu¬ 
sations linking him to the killing 
of a boy in Kingston were for¬ 
mally dropped. 

Harvey Proctor, 69, was al¬ 
leged to have been a member of a 
Westminster paedophile network 
which, claimed a single source, 
sexually abused and murdered 
three children during the late 
1970s and early 1980s, including a 
boy in Coombe Hill in 1979. 

But the Met abandoned the 
18-month, £1.8 million Operation 
Midland last Monday without 
bringing any charges. 

Mr Proctor, MP for Basildon 
and Billericay from 1979 to 1987, 
has now called for a public in¬ 
quiry and the resignation of four 
senior officers. 

He said: “Sir Bernard Ho¬ 
gan-Howe, Patricia Gallan, Steve 
Rodhouse and Kenny McDon¬ 
ald should tender their resig¬ 
nations from the Metropolitan 
Police Service forthwith. I wish 
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Case closed: Harvey Proctor 

to thank my family and friends, 
my solicitors Raza Sakhi and 
Nabeel Gatrad of Sakhi Solici¬ 
tors, Leicester and commend the 
free, inquisitive and independ¬ 
ent-minded media, who have all 
supported me over the last year.” 

The allegations came from an 
anonymous informant known 
only as ‘Nick’, who worked with 
the Exaro News website on sto¬ 
ries involving the investigation. 

He claimed that Mr Proctor 
was linked to a boy being run 


over and killed in Coombe Hill 
in the summer of 1979. 

The Kingston Guardian's sis¬ 
ter paper the Surrey Comet found 
no record of a boy being run over 
or anyone killed or seriously 
injured in the area in its 
archives for that or surrounding 
years. 

Mr Proctor has also called for 
Nick to be prosecuted for “seek¬ 
ing to pervert the course of jus¬ 
tice”. But a Met spokesman said: 
“The MPS does not investigate 
complainants simply on the 
basis that their allegations have 
not been corroborated.” 

Mr Proctor, who was twice 
interviewed under caution as 
part of the investigation, con¬ 
sistently denied any wrongdoing 
and claimed he was the victim 
of a “homosexual witch hunt” in 
August last year. 

The Met spokesman added: 
“The MPS will not apologise 
for carrying out its duty to in¬ 
vestigate serious allegations of 
non-recent abuse. The MPS sym¬ 
pathises with those affected, in¬ 
cluding the families of those no 
longer alive, and regrets the dis¬ 
tress they have felt. But it is in 
the interests of justice for police 
to investigate thoroughly.”

Had Anastacia's show at Hampton 
Court Palace Festival come a few 
years ago, she would have one of 
the easiest trips to work ever. 

"I used to live in Richmond Hill," 
she told us. "I just never played 
there - it would have been super- 
convenient to just walk down the 
street and have a show." 

The little lady with the big voice, 
who dominated the charts in the 
early 2000s with hits like I'm 
Outta Love and Left Outside 
Alone, has now moved back to her 
native America but looking 
forward to returning to south¬ 
west London. 

She plays Hampton Court 
Palace Festival on June 9. Other 
headliners at the festival from 
June 8 to 23 include SirTom Jones, 
Katherine Jenkins, Art Garfunkel, 
Van Morrison and Jools Holland. 

Anastacia told us: "I'm really 
looking forward to it. I am 
probably more excited about 
seeing it and being part of it 
because it is such a landmark for 
people to do shows at in the UK 
and I have never done Hampton 
Court Palace." 

She added: "Richmond is in my 
heart always. 

"It was a fabulous area to me. It 
was not too long a drive to the 
airport but still close enough to 
the city and feeling that it was 
not too deeply immersed in the 
city. 

"I liked it a lot. It was probably 
my favourite. I stayed in a lot 
of different areas at different 
times but Richmond was my 
favourite." 

The 47-year-old singer, who has 
sold more than 30 million records, 
has had more than her share of 


health scares (diagnosed with 
Crohn's disease aged 13 and 
breast cancer twice) but she is 
happy to be healthy again and 
last year headed out on the road. 

She said: "I am so excited. I did a 
bunch of gigs last year and re¬ 
alised I was ready to be back and 
decided with Sony to put out a 
greatest hits and we did that late 
last year and it spawned the 
Ultimate Collection tour. 

"This tour is the best of all 
worlds - if you haven't seen my 
shows you know I'll be singing 
songs you want to hear. It turns 
out to be a fun tour to do because 
it is a bunch of hits, being able to 
sing them back to back. 

"There is no breath for me but it 
is a nice two hour show for most 
people." 


And 16 years after the release of 
her rousing debut single, 
Anastacia said she never tires of 
singing it. 

She said: "I still love singing my 
first single. I'm not outta love 
with I'm Outta Love. 

"I mean, when does somebody 
fall out of love with that? Hello! 

"I have sung it way more than 
some of my fans but still the 
moment the keyboard part comes 
on I am starting to jump up and 
down myself. 

"I'm like 'oh god, seriously? It's 
your own song. Just be a little 
down key'."

tive show. Shazia told us: "It's got 
nothing to do with the 
Kardashians. If there's Kardashian 
fans coming they're going to get 
the shock of their lives. 

"It's about political correctness 
and people being offended. I've 
never known so many people to 
be offended." 

The show explores Shazia's 
controversial insight on the 
intrusion of ISIS in the lives of 
British Asian women in her 
trademark unabashed style. 

Shazia said: "Those ISIS men, a 
lot of them are hot. Girls fancy 
them, they are kind of like our 
pop stars and our pin-ups. When 
I was growing up I had George 
Michael on my bedroom wall.

Shazia's show may be unsettling 
for some due to the current 


political climate but she is 
unafraid to cause discomfort. 

She said: "I've got many friends 
that live in Kingston, Surbiton and 
Richmond. I do get a lot of white 
middle class Guardian readers 
who forget to laugh. In those 
areas they are very interesting 
people, they come and see 
things they wouldn't usually see." 

With her sharp, gutsy comic wit, 
Shazia has appeared on various TV 
and radio shows including Have I 
Got News For You (BBC), F*** Off, 
I'm a Hairy Woman (BBC), NBC's

WHAT'S NEW? Before the arrival of 
the Dawn, the Phantom Drophead 
Coupe was the only convertible 
model in the Rolls-Royce line up, 
and tremendous though that car 
is, there was clearly a need for a 
slightly more manageable version 
with a lower price tag and broader 
appeal. With the smaller Ghost II 
saloon and Wraith proving there's 
a market for cars beneath the 
Phantom range, the Dawn is 
designed to meet those desires. 

Speak to Rolls-Royce about the 
Dawn and they explain how it's 
designed to bring more sex appeal 
to the brand and attract younger 
customers - in fact, they go as far 
as describing it as "the sexiest 
Rolls-Royce ever built". That's for 
you to judge, but the Dawn gets a 
unique exterior, folding fabric roof 
and four-seater cabin, as well as 
the brand's superlative standards 
of refinement and build quality. 
LOOKS AND IMAGE: Choice is 
something of a misnomer when it 
comes to specifying your Dawn 
because you can have any colour 
you like, but it's more crucial than 
ever to pick right when it comes to 
this particular car. More sober hues 
lend an air of discretion, but go for 
a lighter paint shade and a con¬

trast roof and you can really see 
the modern influences. The Dawn 
has an almost California look to it, 
thanks to the wheelarches 
stretched tightly over the wheels 
and the slimmed down glass area. 

It's not so extreme as to frighten 
off older buyers, but at the same 
time, if you start seeing Dawns 
cropping up in LA-set music 
videos, don't be surprised. This 
really is a Royce for the YouTube 
generation. 


SPACE AND PRACTICALITY: Rolls- 
Royce isn't big on compromise 
either, so although the Dawn is 
billed as a 2+2, it's a bit more gen¬ 
erous than that. Up front of course 
there's plenty of space, roof up or 
down, and although the wide cen¬ 
tre console keeps you enclosed, it 
is in a comfortable manner. 

The rear space however makes 
the Dawn a genuine four-seater. 
The seats themselves are 
supremely comfortable, and even 


sat behind a six-footer there's 
good legroom available. The boot 
is more than sufficient to handle 
big luggage too, with up to 295 
litres with the roof up and 244 
with it down. 

BEHIND THE WHEEL: The roof is 
the key element to the Dawn driv¬ 
ing experience. With it raised, the 
cabin is cocooned and remarkably 
quiet, due in part to the effort 
Rolls-Royce put in with the six lay¬ 
ers of fabric and 'French seam' 


stitching. It lowers in 22 seconds 
and in beautifully-engineered 
silence, and you can lower it driv¬ 
ing atupto31mph. 

However you have the roof, the 
Dawn delivers a sumptuous driv¬ 
ing experience you simply can't 
find elsewhere. While the physical 
differences between it and the 
Phantom are relatively small, the 
Dawn is more engaging to drive 
and happy to be hurried briskly 
along country roads, but still, it 


always demands very little of you; 
the steering is accurate and the 
retuned suspension keeps it level 
and controlled without harming 
the magical ride quality. 

The 6.6-litre V12 barely emits a 
murmur, but is always ready to 
provide rapid and effort-free 
acceleration. You can reach 
62mph in just 4.9 seconds if 
required, however, it is the way 
the Dawn flows along with the 
road, gaining speed as easily 
as it sheds it and remaining 
unperturbed by the outside 
world, that makes it so special. 
VALUE FOR MONEY: There's not 
much in the way of competition 
for the Dawn at its basic price of 
£250,000, with the more crucial 
factor being that it feels 
sufficiently special and luxurious. 
It's spectacular to look out from 
the outside with a flawless finish, 
while inside, there is a delightful 
mix of wood, leather and metal 
trim. Only the occasional sliver 
of plastic puts some distance 
between it and the peerless 
Phantom. More than anything 
though, the Dawn provides an 
experience that makes even 
an ordinary journey feel 
extraordinary.

JAMIE Byatt is back where 
he loves playing football, and 
the striker is all geared up to 
fire Corinthian Casuals into 
the play-offs. 

The prolific hitman scored 
59 goals in two seasons be¬ 
fore leaving in the summer 
looking for a new challenge. 

However, after spells at 
Tooting & Mitcham United 
and Whyteleafe, Byatt was 
back in Casuals colours last 
month. 

He has signed until the end 
of the season, and following 
Saturday’s 1-0 win at Peace- 
haven & Telscombe - thanks 
to Shaun Okojie’s goal - it 
could prove a productive 
run-in.
